When the commission

was 


adopted In Den Molncs. Iowa,, two 
years ago. there wore 17 candidates 
for mayor, nnd twice as many,, more 
for commissioners. The buslin'8smen'n 
association, -100 strong, supported men 
whom they desire to BOO elected, and 
every one of them was defeated. 


The city of JloKton recently ndoptod 


what Is termed the short-ballot plan, 
which Is practically the commission 
plan, nnd Is Just now preparing for an 
election. 
Ton commissioners are to 


govern tho city, and 200 candidates 
havo lllod nomination papers. 


Tills Is tho experience wherever the 


plan has boon adopted, and It will be 
repeated In Jnnesvlllo. There will be 
no dearth of cnndtdutos. 
After the 


primary election tho names 
of

largest number of votes,

placed on the ticket with the mimes 
of tho four commissioners who have 
tho largest number of voles.
